The Navy DeiMtrtment announced 
the following haa been reeetved from 
a eommaader: 

"While (i milaa at sea, the ez|.lo- 
slon of a munitions ship was seen 
and heard. On arriving, assistanc'^ 
was offered the aiitliorilles and the 
following learned concerning the ci>' 
cumstanoes leading up to the explo- 
sion: 

"A Belglsn relief ship collided with 
a French munitions vessel loaded 
with 3000 tons of "T. N. T." and a 

large quantity of lienzine. 

"Due to an explosion the iiiMizine 
caught fire, and ns soon as t'u' fire 
started the crew abandoned ship, 
reaching shore before the oxplc<>'on 
took place. 

"Praetlcally all of north Halifax 
was destroyed, and all windows uid 
doors in Halifax and nartmoiit'n wore 
demolished. 

"Tonight it is believed '.heio are 
6000 dead, but these 'flgures cant-..-, be 
confirmed. 

The exploeion sank three ships 
and badly damaged many others. The 
ruins of buildings are now burning 
flercely in .Vortli llailfa.\"

custom house. 

The department's anxiety was 
heightened by the fact that Watts is 
always prompt to report such mat- 
ters.

He sees his duty and will do his part to liclp others see theirs, in sup- 
porting the administration iu all its war measures. ", We must not 
look upon the president as the Preaident, or aa Woodrow Wilson, but 
as America's war leader, as the commander-in-eliief of the army and 
navy, who must have the intelligent backing of tiie American con- 
gre|H and the undivided support of the American people." 

In regard to present peace talk, the returned congressmen have 
a definite opinion. There must be none until Germany is beaten. And 
there will be no honest peace talk until then.

The congressmen who went abroad learned much. Their faith in 

the fipht for the safety of (Icmocracy was.rencwed. tiicir vision clari- 
fied, their determination strengthened. The trip was well worth 
while. Its value will be multiplied if'the great crowd of folks back 
home who can't see for themselves will accept the word of theii 
representatives and profit by theii- experiences.

There 
ia nothing else to do about Oermaiqr. And that is preoiaely what we 
bave set out to do. .
